Hut this result was so manifestly 
unexpected by him. that it was made that 
as an incidental statement that because 
of any belief he entertained that the Sec- 
retary could by any possibility recover. 


The only persons who have been admit- 


ted to the privacy of the sick room are 
Mrs. 
Gresham. her daughter, Mrs. An- 


drews of Chicago, and the latter's hus- 
band. 
Mrs. Gresham has (scarcely left 
her 


husband's room since his illness began a 
month ago. She has been plucky and 
courageous, and has been hopeful until 
to-day that the Secretary's life would he 
spared. When sHe realized to-day 
the 


apparent Impossibility of his recovery, 
she manifested her emotions repeatedly, 
but bore it as bravely as her exhausted 
condition would permit. 
The Secretary, who has been conscious 


during his entire illness, seems to have 
heen more concerned for his wife than for 
himself. He realised this afternoon that 
the end was approaching, but his con- 
stant suggestion, made in feeble whis- 
pers to his daughter, was "look out for 
your mother; give her all your attention; 
dcn't worry about mo." 


The news of Secretary Gresham'9 re- 


lapse did not 
become known 
until 0 


o'clock this evening, at which hour his 
niece. Mrs. Puller, wife of Capt. Fuller of 
the army, was sent for. It spread rapid- 
ly, ami by 8 o'clock scores of persons, 
prominent in public life had called to ex- 
press their sympathy. Among the early 
callers were Secretary and Mrs. Larrtont. 
Mr. Thurber, tbe President's private sec- 
retary, also arrived at an early hour, and 
was requested to notiry the President 
that the Secretary of State was rapidly 
sinking. lie did so. and later in the even-

"Walter Quiittou 


Walter Quinton Gresham 
was little 


more than 63 years old when his record 
as soldier, jurist and statesman -was clos- 
ed by death. He was essentially an "In- ' 
dianan, though of late years claiming res- 
idence in Illinois. Born in Harrison coun- 
ty, Iiid., March 17. 1S32, and receiving all 
his early education and legal training in 
that State, he abandoned a prosperous 
law practice, and a membership in the-. 
St^te Legislature in August, 
ISO), 
to 


throw bis whole encrgie? into the prose- 
cution of the wnr for the defense of tho 
I'nion. His gallant 
and "conspicuously 


a(>lejservicc-s in that rapacity secured him 
the strcivg friendship of Gen. Grant and 
the respect of hi-s Confederate opponents . 
which was frequently manifested-in crter 
life. He. entered the. eervic-3 sis Tjo'itan- 
ant colonel of the Thirty -eighth • ludiann 
volunteeers. was brevetted brigadier g^n- 
eral. In the operations before Atlanta", 
Ga-., whilo commanding a division in Oen. 
Fiank Blair's corps he received wounds 
vihile chnrgirig at the head of his brig- 
iige, which put him in the hospit-tl fcr 
r.carly a year, ancl to <i considerable ex- 
tent incapacitated him to the end of his 
life. He was awarded a pension for his 
disability, but after ho became Secret;iry 
of State declined to receive it, although 
the constant and intons; suffering io?«lt- 
iiig from those injuries undoubtedly -aug- 
1'iehteil the physical ailments which con- 
tributed to his death. 


After the war closed he wan brought 


forward prominently a« a politicial can'-' 
tli.'latt. He ran for Congress' in the Now 
Albany, Tr.tl., district in ISOd t-s a Ueptib- 
lican. and was defeated. Then he was 
appointed financial agent oC bis State, in , 
K*.-w York City and while holding this po- 
sition was selected by Presi-.lent Grant 
for appointment as I'nited States district 
judge in his native State. In 1SSO, wh^n 
one of the customary changes in the .

made it possible to elect a Republican to

rison secured the election. 
After

death of Garfield in JSS2 Judge Gresham 
was tendered the position of Postmaster 
General in President Arthur's reorganised 
cabinet, and resigned his district ;udge> 
shlp to accept It. When Secretary Fol- 
gcr died in 1S84, after his overwhelming 
defeat as candidate for Governor of New 
York by G rover Cleveland, Mr. Gresham 
was transferred to the Treasury portr 
folio thus vacated. The duties of a cab- 
inet officer and the exacting re/iuiremeiUs 
involved in the disposal of the patronage 
of one of the greatest executive depart- 
ments of tho government were.not to his 
tapte, and at his own request President 
Arthur nominated him after bnrely three 
months' service as Secretary of the Tres- 
ury, to the position of circuit'judge of the 
Seventh Judicial circuit, which embraces 
the States of Indiana, Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin. He retained this position until, at 
Mr. Cleveland's urgent personal request, 
he joined Mr. Cleveland's second cabi- 
net as Secretary of State. But in 
the 


meantime varying political movements 
had brought his name forward as a candi- 
date for the Presidency. Tn an interlude 
In the'convention at Chicago which-sub- 
sequently nominated Henja.ni'jC Harrison 
Col.

The utterly .unexpected anti-climax which 
followed this dramatic Incident Is some- 
thing which even the most experienced 
frequenters of political conventions will 
always bear in memory. It seemed us if 
the entire convention rose as one man 
and hooted down the eloquent speaker 
for what was regarded as an attempt to 
take snap ;udgttient on them, and Judge 
Gresham's name was not again serlous.y 
considered by the convention. 


In 3802 the Populist party sent a delega- 


tion to tender Judge Gresham.a nomina- 
tion at the head of their ticket, but he £e- 
clined to accept the offer and remained 
on the bench, until he resigned at the per- 
sonal request of Mr. Cleveland to become 
Secretary of State. 


A recently published semi-ofllcla' state- 


ment as to the foreign policy, of the pres- 
ent administration claims credit for Sec- 
retary Gresham for having successfully 
interposed our good offices in tie late 
Nicaraguan dispute with Great Britain in 
such a way as to secure an amicable 
agreement while at the same time ad- 
monishing "that impetuous little republic 
that tbe United States cPuld. not be made 
a party to its acts of rashness and in- 
justice."
